For Fiscal 1946

California's public school dls 
tricts had 9210,581,000 of income 
during fiscal 1945, the latest 
year for which complete data 
are available, Califortlia Tax 
payers' association reported in a 
recent study of income and ex­ 
penditures of government In Ca 
lifornla.

Of the $210,581,000 of income 
for fisrel 1946, 1134,800:0* came 
from school district taxes, $3, 
846,000 from revenue other than 
taxes, $80,953,000 from state 
subventions, and $983,000 from 
federal subventions. Pupils in 
'average attendance In the pub 
lie schools during 1944-45 num 
bered 1,078,012.

For fiscal 1941, the last pro 
war year, school district income 
was $187,077,000 with $105,440, 
000 from local taxes, $2,455,000 
from revenue other than taxes 
$77,433,000 from state apportion 
ments, and $1,749,000 from fed 
oral subventions. Average at 
tendance of pupils during the 
year was 1,067,794.

Of the $80,953,000 of stafc 
subventions to the school dis 
tricts for fiscal 1945, $50,330,780 
was for elementary schools, $28, 
460,072 for high-schools, $1,583, 
200 for junior college districts 
and $579,172 for vocational edu 
cation. The $50,380,780 state sup 
xirt of the elementary schools 
docs not include the 10 perccn' 
Increase in the basis of aid pei 
pupil, first effective in fiscal 
1946.
